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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In a system/method (independent claims 1, 9, 17, 22, 28 and 34) for monitoring assets 
using primary and secondary radio frequency tags, the claimed initialization of the primary tag 
by loading it with a list of linked secondary tags associated with the primary tag, so that the 
monitoring is carried out by the primary tag responsive to a received polling request to 
poll/query the linked tags and receiving responses therefrom in the manner claimed is not taught 
or suggested in the prior art.
